Atlanta, Ga., April 25.—The latest 
repo**!* indicate that 150 persons were 
killed aud about 400 Injured in storms 
of great violent e which passed over 
sections of Louisiana, Mississippi aud 
Alabama.

Several times since his arrival here 
he consulted Dr. Henri Iscovesco in 
an effort to obtain relief from his ail­ 
ment. 
The duke and the duchese, both In 
the beet of spirits, returned from a 
drive in the Bols de Boulogne.

dined in their private apartments and 
an hour after dinner the duke com­

retired. 


Stricken and Loat Consciousness.

dead husband, and kept vigil there 
throughout the night. 
Theodore P. Shonts was notified by 
cable of his daughter’s bereavement 
and he replied that he would take the 
first steamer leaving New York and 
come to Paris. 
Notwithstanding the official report 
that the Due de Chaulnes died from 
natural causes, the Paris newspapers 
print various versions as to the man­ 
ner and place of his sudden demise.

Late reports from Amite City, a 
small town in Southeastern Louisiana, 
says that the town was almost entire­ 
ly destroyed and the estimates placed 
the number killed at between twenty- 
five and fifty, while at least seventy- 
five were injured. 
At McLain, Miss., eight are reported 
to have been killed; at Vidalia, La., 
one white woman and six negroes are 
dead; at Quitman Landing, eleven ne­ 
groes were killed; at Purviss Landing, 
Miss., three whites and nine negroes 
were victims of the storm, and reporis 
of from one to five deaths come from 
many towns scattered over the storm- 
swept area. 
New Orleans and Mobile were cut 
off from wire communication w’ith the 
outside world for several hours and 
th# telegraph companies report wires 
down in all directions. 
The storm now is sweeping through 
Georgia, but beyond torrential rains 
accompanied by high winds and bril­ 
liant electrical displays, no serious 
damage or loss of life has been re­ 
ported in the state. 
Difficult to Estimate Loss. 
It is difficult to estimate the loss of 
life or the extent of the destruction 
of property, for there is little or no 
communication with the points where 
the wind and rain did its greatest 
damage. 
In Louisiana it is estimated that a 
■core of small towns were destroyed 
or partially wrecked. 
They include 
Amite City, Arcadia and Independence. 
Belle Grove, Melton, Lorman, Pine 
Ridge, Quitman Landing, Fairchilds 
Creek, Purvis and Lumberton, Miss., 
are reported damaged by the storm. 
In Alabama, Dora was the chief suf­ 
ferer. This town is also known as 
Bergen. 
Four or more persons were 
killed, among them the wife and

FOR FOUR BATTLESHIPS. 


Arguments in 
Favor of President's 
Programme in Senate. 
Washington, April 25.—Argumenta 
In favor of the president’s programme 
for four battleships consumed most 
of the session of the senate. 
Senator 
Piles of Washington opened the de­ 
bate, declaring that the Asiatic situa­ 
tion affecting the Pacific coast was a 
menace to that section, as war clouds 
might quickly rise over some clash 
between Americans and the Japanese. 
He wanted a fleet kept in the Pacific. 
Mr. Hale laid before the senate a 
statement on battleships and other 
features of the American naval pro­ 
gramme which he said showed that 
as large a fleet as is now in the Pa­ 
cific can be kept there and at the 
tame time there would be ships for a 
still larger fleet for the Atlantic. 
Senator Beveridge concluded the 
debate for the day with a strong ap­ 
peal to senators to vote for four bat­ 
tleships. 
He was constantly engaged 
in exchanges of words with other 
senators. 
He insisted that peace and 
not war would be promoted by build­ 
ing up the navy. 
During the latter part of the session 
telegrams were delivered to all sena­ 
tors from a magazine appealing to 
them for four battleships. 
"If the ap­ 
propriation be not granted.” the tele­ 
gram stated, "we shall urge the presi­ 
dent to veto the naval bill.” 
Early in the day Senator Bankhead 
of Alabama spoke In favor of national 
appropriations for good roads. 
The senate passed a bill appropriat­ 
ing $100,000 for a survey of an inland 
water route from Boston to Wilming­ 
ton. 
HART IS DISBARRED. 


Attorney Who Criticised Minnesota 
Supreme Court Suspended. 
St. Paul, April 25.—Suspension from 
practicing aa an attorney and counsel­ 
lor at law in any of the courts of this 
state for six months is the punishment 
meted out to Captain Francis B. Hart 
of Minneapolis by the special supreme 
court appointed to try the disbarment 
proceedings instituted against him by 
the State Bar association. 
The de­ 
cision, written by Judge Frank C. 
Brooks of Minneapolis, acting chief 
Justice, was filed with the clerk of the 
supreme court. 
The special court severely arraigns 
Captain Hart for the language used 
in his letter to Chief Justice Start 
and incidentally upholds the correct­ 
ness of the decisions rendered by the 
supreme court to which Mr. Hart took 
exception and upon which the letters 
were based. As to his defense that 
the letters were written by him as a 
citizen and not as an officer of the 
court, the special court holds that 
insofar as he exercised the right of a 
private citizen In criticising the oourt 
he was Immune from the penalty 
sought to be enforced, but that In as­ 
sailing the chief justice personally he 
wilfully violated his oath of office and 
rendered himself liable to disbarment. 


French Nobleman Who Marriad Miss 


Theodora Shonta Less Than Three 


Months Ago Paeees Away Very Sud­ 


denly in His Native Land. 


Paris, April 25.—In the presence of 
his bride of less than three months, 
Emmanuel Theodore Bernard Marie 
Albert de Luynes d’ Ailly, ninth duke 
of Chaulnes and of Picqulgny, and 
marquis of Dangeau, died suddenly 
from heart failure in his apartments 
In the Hotel Langham, in the Rue 
Boccador. 
The physicians summoned 
to attend the duke in his sudden seiz­ 
ure officially gave the cause of death 
as embolism of the heart. 
i 
The Due 
de Chaulnes 
and 
the 
duchess, 
who was 
Miss 
Theodora 
Shonts, youngest daughter of Theo­ 
dore Shonts of New York, were mar­ 
ried In New York on Feb. 16 of this 
year. The wedding was a brilliant 
social function and the end of the 
brief honeymoon 
was 
sudden 
and 
tragic. 
Since the arrival of the couple 
here a month ago they had lived com­ 
paratively quietly at the Hotel Lang­ 
ham. 
The duke for years has suffered 
from a weak heart and for some time 
had been the subject of fainting spells. 
Several times since his arrival bere 
he consulted Dr. Henri Iscovesco in 
an effort to obtain relief from his ail­ 
ment. 
The duke and the duchess, both In 
the best of spirits, returned from a 
drive in the Bois de Boulogne. 
They 
dined in their private apartm ents and 
an hour after dinner the duke com­ 
plained of feeling ill, and retired. 


Stricken and Lost Consciousness. 
About l l o’clock he was suddenly 
stricken, gasped for breath and imme­ 
diately 
lost 
consciousness. 
The 
duchess was seized with panic and 
screamed for aid. A maid who re­ 
sponded to her cry was hurriedly dis­ 
patched for Dr. Iscovesco while the 
hotel management summoned another 
physician. 
The two doctors arrived 
simultaneously and administered the 
most powerful of heart stimulants, but 
their efforts were in vain. 
The duchess was holding the duke 
in her arms when he expired. 
She 
was overcome by grief and could not 
be persuaded by some of her Ameri- 
con friends, who visited the apart­ 
ments, to leave the bedside of her 
dead husband, and kept vigil there 
throughout the night. 
Theodore P. Shonts was notified by 
cable of his daughter’s bereavement 
and he replied that he would take the 
first steamer leaving New York and 
come to Paris. 
Notwithstanding the official report 
that the Due de Chaulnes died from 
natural causes, the Paris newspapers 
print various versions as to the man­ 
ner and place of his sudden demise. 
The Petit Journal says the duke died 
in a small apartment in a house be­ 
longing to his sister in the Rue Van- 
dick. 
A servant entered the apart­ 
ment and found him dead in bed, his 
features presenting a livid appearance 
as if decomposition had set in. 
Be­ 
side the bed, says the account, were 
bottles containing cocaine, ether and 
morphine. 
From this the newspaper 
draws the deduction that death was 
due to an overdose of drugs.

Crushing Blow to Prestige of New 
British Government. 
Manchester, Eng., April 
25.—The 
Korthwest division of Manchester by 
the heaviest poll cast in twenty years 
reversed Its verdict of 1906 and by a 
majority of 429 votes unseated as its 
member of parliament Winston Spen* 
rer Churchill, Liberal, who has just 
been made president of the board of 
trade in the new Asquith cabinet and 
who that year so brilliantly wrested 
the 
seat 
from 
W. 
Joynson-Hicks, 
Unionist, his chief opponent of the 
election just held. 
Three candidates 
stood for election, and the result was 
as follows: 
W. Joynson-Hicks, Unionist, 5,417; 
Winston Spencer Churchill, Liberal, 
4,988; Mr. Irving, Socialist, 276. 
The defeat of Mr. Churchill is a 
crushing blow to the prestige of the 
government and the young and confi­ 
dent minister which is hound to have 
a marked influence on several pend­ 
ing bye elections. 
There will be no 
difficulty In finding for Mr. Churchill a 
safe seat 
elsewhere. The Liberals 
may derive from their defeat what 
consolation is possible from the fact 
that prior to 1906 the Northwest di­ 
vision seat was held consistently by 
the Conservatives. 
Among the many influences and 
cross-currents at work in this extra­ 
ordinary contest it is not wholly be­ 
yond reason to suppose that Mr. As­ 
quith himself was partly responsible 
for the defeat of his young colleague. 
It is customary for the leader of a 
party to send a letter wishing success 
to any member of his party seeking 
election to parliament. 
Mr. Balfour in this case sent Mr. 
Joynson-Hicks an unusually long and 
adroit letter, which doubtless very 
materially assisted the Unionist cam­ 
paign. 
Mr. 
Asquith, 
on the other 
hand, for some as yet unexplained 
reason, omitted to follow this custom, 
though he sent a letter to Walter 
Runciman, president of the board of 
education, who on Thursday contested 
and won the seat for Shrewsbury by 
a majority of 1,148 votes. 
It Is impos­ 
sible to Imagine that the omission In 
the case of Mr. Churchill was not in­ 
tentional; but In any case it gave the 
Unionists an opening to insinuate that 


the premier eflher disapproved of Mr. 
Churchill’s tactics in 
pledging the 
government on the Irish home rule 
and other questions or that he would 
not be unwilling to see the over con­ 
fident young minister receive a check. 


IN HANDS OF RECEIVER. 


Widely Known New York Brokerage 
Firm Suspends. 
New York, April 25.—The widely 
known brokerage firm of T. A. Mcln- 
tire & Co., members of the New York 
Stock Exchange and of the New York 
Cotton and Produce Exchanges, with 
branches in 
several 
cities 
of the 
country, was placed in the hands of 
a receiver within a few hours after 
the announcement of the firm’s sus­ 
pension on the stock exchange. C. C. 
Burlingham, the receiver appointed 
by the United States district court, 
stated that no estimate could be given 
out at this time regarding the liabili­ 
ties or assets of the firm. The sus­ 
pension had no obaerable effect on tho 
■tock market. 
The firm’s troubles are said to have 
had their inception at the time of the 
financial panic last fall, when the 
capital of the firm became impaired, 
according to a statement made by 
W alter H. Moler, office manager of 
the suspended institution in this city. 
Mr. Moler stated that the firm’* lia­ 
bilities would be under $1,000,000, but 
gave no intimation as to the amount 
of assets.

This 
bill, of course, cannot pass and those 
on the Republican side who have the 
Vreeland bill In charge believe that 
with what strength they can draw 
from

minority, 
added 
to 
the 
strength already assured and to be 
obtained on their own side of the 
house, they will be able to put the 
bill through. 
The senate Is willing to accept the 
Vreeland bill and put it through with 
perhaps a few minor amendments af­ 
fecting the clearing house clause In 
lieu of the Aldrich bill. 
It Is prob­ 
able that the conference of Republi­ 
can members to be held In the near 
future will determine the passage of 
the Vreeland bill in the house with 
an added amendment providing for 
the creation of a currency commis­ 
sion which also would be satisfactory 
to the senate.

MOBERG’S BODY BROUGHT HERE

A party of about a dozen searchers 
from Pine River found the remains of 
Tenry Moberg and Sam Glover Friday 
night.

The Eagles, of 
which he w s a member, will attend 
he funeral in a body.

In a round table discus­ 
sion conducted by Miss Howland, of 
Ft. Ripley, boarding places and the 
price of boarding were warmly dis­ 
cussed by a number of teachers. 
“ Music in Public Schools,” was dis­ 
cussed by Supt. Hartley, Prof. Weld 
and others. At the close of the round 
table Miss Hazelton sang a beautiful 
solo and gracesuily responded to an en­ 
thusiastic encore. 
Miss Mary J. Burke, of the Brainerd 
public schools, read a most interesting 
pajier on “ What should be Prominent 
in the Character of a Young Person 
Aiming to Become a Teacher.” 
Prof. Weld also gave a most helpful 
talk on matters pertaining to the pro­ 
fession of teaching which was greatly 
appreciated by those pi esent. 
Some forty rural teachers and a 
number of the teachers of the city 
schools attended the Friday afternoon 
and Saturday morning sessions. Supt. 
Olson, of Cass county, was also pres­ 
ent, making himself agreeable as be 
always does. 
Supt. Wilson says that he is pleased 
to see the increased interest shown in 
these meetings by the teachers and 
citizens, and that the county superin­ 
tendent does not now have to do all the 
work the teachers being so capable and 
i iterested that much of thework of the 
association is done by 
them.

Asked lf he had tried to find out the 
facts, he replied: 
“I did not constitute m yself an in­ 
vestigating com m ittee to go around 
and find out what the facts were. I 
Introduced my resolution In order that 
these facts might be brought out." 
Mr. Stevens took up each specific 
charge and insisted that Mr. U lley 
tell everything he knew concerning It. 
W hile he did not withdraw any charge 
against the company, Mr. Lllley would 
not say that any one had been cor­ 
rupted by the methods used by the 
company.

The filmy vapor of Strang’s car had 
scarcely lifted from the racing lane 
when Cedrino, also driving an Italian I 
car, whizzed by the grand stand, cap- : 
Hiring second honors of the contest 
and covering the circuit in 5 hours, 
21 minutes and 5% seconds. 
Cedrino 
made a mighty spurt in the last part 
of the contest and established a new 
record for the course—87 m inutes, 16 
seconds for 32.46 miles. 
Guy Vaughn, 
in a thirty-horsepower American ma­ 
chine, pressing Cedrino closely for 
second honors in the last lap, was 
third, w hile Herbert Lytle, in a fifty- 
horsepower American car, was fourth 
and 
Paul 
Sartori, driving 
a forty- 
horsepower Italian machine, was fifth. 
The tim e of Vaughn was 5 hours, 28 
minutes and 29% seconds, w hile Lytle 
covered the course in 5 hours, 29 min­ 
utes and 15% seconds. 
Sartori’s tim e 
was 5 hours, 33 m inutes and 45% sec­ 
onds. 
The judges officially declared 
the race off when Sartori crossed the 
finish line. 
Three other m achines of 
the twenty-two starters w ere on the
